The Knesset Finance Committee 

decided yesterday not to proceed 
further with the draft of the State 
Corporations Law, which means that 
it cannot be passed before the Knes- 
set elections, 
The Finance Committee had been 
sitting intensively through the cur- 
rent recess to prepare the Law on 
the second reading, at the request 
of the Government, Finance Com- 
mittee chairman ‘Yisrael 
announced a fortnight ago that his 
Committee would complete ita work 
on the draft law in a few weeks. 
The Knesset plenum would conveze 
for a special session during the re- 
cess, to pass the State Corporations 
Law, he said. 

However, the Committee stage of 
the draft law proved much more 
complicated, and much more contro- 
versial, than the Government or Mr. 
had beHeved. 

After discussions between depart- 
ments for nearly three years, the 
Government brought in the State 
Corporations Bill for a first reading 
only on July 4, three weeks before 
the recess. 

(The draft, as tabled, was a 
watered-down version of one pro- 
duced by the Barak Committee, 
headed by H.U. Commercial Law 
Professor Aharon Barak, in the 
summer of 1970. Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir and Justice

Committee in 1969 to submit re- 
commendations on- a State Corpora- 
tlons Law. The Barak Committee 
submitted them after elght months 
of intensive work). 

Finance Committee members ob- 
jected to the Government’s draft 
giving insufficient powers to the 
State Corporations Authority. Some 
of them felt that the administrative 
and financial angles of Vered Water 
Resources Development Corporation, 
and Netivel Neft Sinai Oil Corpo- 
ration could have been avoided, had 
the State Corporations Authority 
wielded more powers. Commitiee 
members also wanted more patlia- 
mentary control over State Corpo- 
rations than the Government draft 
Provided. 

In their sessions on the draft, 
Finance Committee members tried 
te put back some of the teeth which 
the Government had taken out. This 
proved a long and laborious process. 

One Committee member told The 
Jerusalem Post that the Justice 
Ministry seemed more sympathetic 
than the Treasury to the Commit- 
tee's efforts to toughen up the 
draft. The Alignment members of 
the Committee were divided amenget 
themselves. They realised that the 
only way to straighten out the 
problem was to call a meeting of 
the Alignment Knesset faction and

‘The Strela is about 125 cms. loug 
and seven cms, in diameter. Crews 
can be trained to use it quickly. 

‘The presence of the Strela rockets 
among Arab terrorist units stationed 
in the Lebanon has been reported 
abroad.

Cholera toll 
in Italy 


NAPLES. — The economy of this 
southern Italian city, which lives 
on tourism, was in deep trouble 
following the cholera epidemic which 
broke ovt here, with a death toll 
of 18. Restaurants and hotels were 
virtually deserted as the cholera 
scare put tourists to flight. Con- 
sumption ot Hoste foods considered 
pogsible jolera sources dropped 
sharply. 

“We have suffered a severe blow 
following the cholera scare in the 
moét favourable month of the tour- 
ist season,” said Enzo Giustino, 
president of the local Chamber of 
Commerce. “It ig a blow we are 
Boing to feel even next year.” 

Several business concerns, includ- 
ing muagsel growers, have asked 
the government for financia) help 
following the economic losses Caused 
by the cholera scare. 

Italian health authorities have 
stepped up their battle to stop the 
widening cholera outbreak which 
has now spread to the north. With 
ἃ number of countries taking pre- 


. cautionary steps against the Cisease 


and keeping a close watch on the 
situation in Italy, the Italian autho- 
rities have banned the gale of all 
Shellfish — believed to be the ori- 
ginal source of infection. This is a 
$15m. business in Naples alone. 

West Germany, which has one 
confirmed and one suspected cholera 
case, Was expected to ban the import 
of musselg from Mediterranean coun- 
tries yesterday until the outbreak 
in Italy fizzles out, according to 
latest reports from Bonn, 

At the same time, 53 Italians 
were being held in precautionary 
quarantine in Patras by the Greek 
authorities. They have protested 
against what they termed inhuman 
and uncivil treatment.

Cleanliness 
‘the best 
vaccine’

The vigorous application of soap 
and water — plus a general regime 
of good sanitation and hygiene — 
is still the best ‘vaccine" against 
cholera. This emerged yesterday 
from a free discussion at the First 
International Congress for Bacterio- 
logy being held at Binyanei Ha’oo- 

ma in Jerusalem, 


The subject was brought up by 
Dr. J.C. Collee, of the University 
Medical School in Edinburgh, who 
questioned the effectiveness of the 
vaccines in use today and said that 
the certificate in fact contained an 
element of danger — {t gave inocul- 
ated persons a false feeling of 
security. 

Several people questioned the ef- 
fectiveness of the certificates and 
international guarantees. Two doctors 
said openly that they thought so 
Uttle of present-day cholera vaccines 
that they simply filled in an inter- 
national vaccination certificate for 
themselves when they went abroad 
without being vaccinated. 


However, it was admitted that the 
vaccine was effective inareas where 
cholera. was endemic. In these areas 
most children got cholera in a mild 
form as ἃ sort of “childhood 
disease,“ and this developed their 
natural resistance. The vaccine act- 
ed as a “booster” for these people 
when.they grew .up and was effec- 
tive in about 70 per cent of the 
cases. 


The general view at the meeting 
was that until a “better and more 
effective vaccine’ comes along, 
healthy persons who take good care 
of themselves and are strict about 
the cleanliness of their food have 
little..to fear from the disease.

tt was a year yesterday since 
the 11 Israeli athletes were 
murdered by a Black September 
gang that invaded their house 
in the Olympie village near Mu- 
nich.

in memory of the men, Israel's 
Ambassador to Germany, Mr. 
Elieshiv Ben Horin, urged the 
nations to take firmer measures 
against terrorism. It was morn- 
ing. and the assembled audience 
probably was not vet aware that 
two more acts of similar ter- 
rorism were already in progress 
in two European capitals. Near 
Rome airport, two launchers for 
sophisticated rockets were dis- 
covered in a building occupied 
by Arabs. It was intended to 
fire them at an El Al plane. 
In Paris, five terrorists had 
walked into the Saudi Arabian 
embassy — in no way delayed 
or disturbed by a French police- 
man on guard’ outside the en- 
trance door, who fired his pistol 
into the air — and proceeded 
to take 11 hostages, 11 as in 
Munich. Some of these_ were 
Saudi Arabians and some French 
personnel employed in minor 
capacities at the embassy. They 
gave themselves an ad hoc name, 
as has become the fashion, call- 
ing themselves “the punishment 
squad." They demanded a bus 
to the airport and a plane of an 
Arab airline to take them to 
an unspecified Arab country, to- 
gether with at least some of the 
hostages. On arrival they would, 
it appears, pressure Jordan to
